Showiot:  their  Hand — What  the  Breck* 
Inrtdse  Leaders  are  Calculating  Upon 
— Will  Friend-  of  the  Union  Undorie 
them  by  Voting  for  Breckinridge! 
We  iiave  heretofore  published  column  upon  col- 
umn ol'  extracts,  showing  the  treasonable  pur- 
poses and  preparations  of  the  Breckinridge  lend- 
ers in  the  South  to  break  up  the  Union.   Wo  think 
it  important  that  the  real  friends  of  the  Union 
everywhere  should  he  fully  apprised  of  these  plans 
and  plots,  and  understand  that   iu  voting  for 
Breckinridge  they  are  in  effect  encouraging  and 
endorsing  thein.    We  therefore  have  strung  to- 
gether the  following  incendiary  batch,  the  product 
of  a  single  mail.    Thoy  ure  merely  specimens  of 
hundreds  like  them  which  are  beiug  circulated  in 
the  South  every  day.    Head  and  re8eot: 

From  the  Sumpter  (A  C.)  Watchman. 
A  Proposition'. — The  idea  is  now  everywhere 
entertained,  by  the  Southern  people,  that  prepar- 
ation is  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the  emergen- 
cies which  may  spring  up — (of  what  distinctive 
feature  no  one  may  forsee — may  be  sudden,  fear- 
ful and  startling  in  character,  like  the  spring  of 
the  insatiate  beast  of  prey) — in  connection  with 
our  relations  to  tho  North  and  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, during  the  coming  six  months.  This 
preparation  should  consist,  too,  of  something  more 
than  merely  watching  the  movements  of  the  ene- 
mies' columns — of  a  mental  determination  to  be 
ready.  Should  tho  Abolition  "Wide  Awake" 
policy  be  precipitated,  there  would  be  but  little 
time  to  collect,  organize,  arm  aud  be  ready  for 
servioe.  Some  of  the  parishes  are  gallantly  taking 
the  initiative  in  this  matter — throwing  together, 
under  military  discipline,  brave,  active  and  deter- 
mined men,  to  be  tendered  to  tho  Governor,  or  to 
move  to  action  independently,  in  the  event  of  ne- 
cessity. 

In  this  connection,  I  submit  a  proposition,  dif- 
fering somewhat  from  any  plan  yet  adopted,  but 
believed  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  eventfulness 
of  the  times.  South  Carolina  is  ready  to  spring 
at  once  to  the  rescue,  should  any  one  of  them 
move  off  alone.  I  propose  [not  arrogating  to 
myself  the  capacities  of  a  leader  or  commandant, 
but  ready  to  serve  in  any  position  which  may  be 
assigned  to  me,]  to  raiso  a  company  of  one  hun- 
dred (or  more)  active  and  efficient  men,  mounted 
and  properly  equipped,  whose  services  are  to  be 
tendered  to  the  first  State  that  leaves  the  Union, 
in  the  event  of  Lincoln's  election.  As  soon  as 
eithor  of  tho  States  secede,  they  will  repair  to  the 
capital  of  the  same,  where  organization  witl  im- 
mediately ensue.  Should  South  Carolina  lead, 
Columbia  will  be  the  rendezvous.  -Those  who  may 
desire  to  enroll  themselves  for  this  contingent 
service,  will  signify  the  same  to  me  or  leave  their 
names  at  the  Watchman  office.

WHAT  MISSISSIPPI  PROPOSES  TO  DO. 

The  following  letter,  from  tho  Governor  of  Mis- 
sippi,  appears  in  our  exchanges  in  that  State: 
Executive  Office,  ) 
Jackson,  Miss.,  Aug.  30,  I860.  | 

Dear  Sir — Your  note,  inviting  mo  to  a  mass 
meeting  at  Gladney  t  Gardner'  Mill,  in  Chickasaw 
county,  Miss.,  came  to  my  office  during  my  ab- 
sence in  Arkansas.  It  was  my  purpose  to  have 
boen  with  you,  but  business  that  could  not  be 
postponed  kept  me  horo  until  it  was  too  late.  I 
regrot  this  the  more,  as  it  is  the  first  invitation  I 
have  received  to  meet  in  council  those  who  think 
tho  time  for  action,  not  words,  is  now. 

A  proper  tax  on  Northern  manufacturers,  and 
individual  action,  looking  to  non-intercourse  com- 
mercially with  Abolition  States,  is  the  lever  which, 
if  properly  handled,  can  turn  New  England  up- 
side down  in  six  months.  Half  her  population 
would  be  paupers  in  less  than  twelve  months  from 
the  day  Southern  States  ceased  to  trade  with  her.

When  the  ex-Hoti.  James  B.  Clay,  of 
Fayette  county.  Kentucky,  was  address- 
ing the  citizens  of  Covington,  on  Thursday 
night  last,  the  Norfolk  questions,  which 
were  promptly  and  fully  answered  by  Mr. 
Douglas,  and  w  hich  Mr.  Breckinridge  did  not 
answer,  were  pertinaciously  thrust  at  Mr. 
Clay,  and  he  was  at  Inst  compelled  to  "face 
the  music." 

In  reply  to  the  interrogatory,  "Would  the 
election  of  Lincoln  be  just  cause  for  seces- 
sion?" he  said, '  I  am  ready  to  answer  this 
question,  and  I  say  it  ain't."  He  was  then 
immediately  asked  il  bespoke  for  Mr.  Breck- 
inridge, and  by  his  authority,  to  which  per- 
tinent query  he  replied,  "Major  Breckinridge 
is  mv  dearest  friend,  but  I  speak  for  no  man 
but  myself,  and  I  AM  CLAY  OF  KEN- 
TUCKY !"  The  closing  portion  of  the  sen- 
tence was  strongly  emphasized,  and  was 
marked  by  a  pompouselevation  of  the  body. 
An  audible  laugh  circulated  through  the 
crowd,  and  something  akin  to  pity  (perhaps  it 
was  contempt)  played  for  a  moment  on  the 
faces  of  those  who  had  known  and  loved 
"Harry  of  the  West." 

Alter  Mr.  Clay  had  completed  his  speech, 
Judge  Hogan  of  Grant  county,  Kentucky, 
was  introduced  to  the  meeting  by  Major  Har- 
ris, and  proceeded  to  ventilate  his  position 
and  fame.  The  Judge,  by  the  way,  is  an 
honest  old  soul,  afflicted  by  a  diarrhea  of 
wordsand  a  general  sparseness  and  confusion 
of  ideas;  but  notwithstanding  these  draw- 
backs, his  political  prelections  generally 
amuse  by  their  disclosures  of  sly  humor. 
The  Judge,  in  brief,  is  a  character,  and  pel- 
dom  fails  to  provoke  fun.  Sordid  he  fail  to 
''make  his  mark"  on  this  occasion  lie  "im- 
proved the  occasion  to  answer  the  first  Nor 
folk  question  substantially  the  same  as  it 
had  been  answered  by  Mr.  Clay;"  and  im- 
mediately added  with  stentorian  voice :  "Ma- 
jor Breckinridge  is  my  best  right-hand  friend; 
('right  bower' would  have  been  more  forcible 
here!)  but  I  do  not  speak  for  him.  but  for 
myself,  and  I  am  Hogan  of  Grant."  The 
application,  whether  intended  or  accidental, 
was  instantly  perceived  by  the  crowd,  and 
there  was  a  general  and  hearty  roar  of  laugh 
ttr,  but  it  may  well  be  doubted  if  Clay  saw 
any  fun  in  the  joke. 

The  President  and  His  Dcty  to  the 
Cnion. — According  to  the  Charleston  Mer 
cury,  Mr.  Buchanan  is  to  be  sorely  tried  ir 
his  position  of  our  Chief  Executive  before  his 
term  of  office  expires.  The  following  is  an 
extract  from  an  article  in  the  Mercury: 

"If  Mr.  Lincoln  is  elected  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  relations  of  the  Southern 
States  toward  his  administration  must  be  set- 
tled by  the  present  administration.  Mr.  Lin 
coin  will  not  be  installed  in  office  before  the 
4th  of  March  next.  Long  before  this  time 
the  Southern  States  will  have  determined 
their  course;  and  if  this  course  shall  be  a 
secession  from  the  Union  by  one  or  more 
Southern  States,  Mr.  Buchanan  will  have  to 
guide  the  course  of  the  General  Government 
to  meet  it.  If  he  thinks  that  a  State  has 
a  right  to  secede  from  the  Union,  of  course 
he  cannot  order  any  portion  of  the  United 
States  Army  or  Navy  agai  nst  a  seceding  Slate. 
If  he  attempts  coercion,  every  Southern  man 
in  his  Cabinet  and  in  thearmy  and  navy  will 
doubtless  leave  them.  Congress  has  no 
power  to  control  the  President's  views  of  the 
Constitution  and  the  duty  it  involves.  He 
must,  as  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  United 
States,  act  for  himself,  and  enforce  his  own 
onsciencious  conceptions  of  the  rights  of 
the  States  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.

An  Appeal  Against  Disunion. 

We  clip  the  following  appeal  against  Disunion 
from  a  late  number  of  the  Voice  of  Masonry,  pub- 

hed  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  edited  by  that  dis- 
tinguished Mason,  Bobert  Morris.  He  appeals  to 
his  brethren  to  save  the  Union,  and  says  that  the 
cry  that  the  North  is  arrayed  against  the  South 
and  the  South  against  the  North  is  only  the  cry 
of  demagogues  : 

We  are  impelled,  by  an  irresistnhlo  impulse  of 
duty,  to  address  our  Masonic  brethren  at  large 
upon  the  present  threatening  aspect  of  our  politi- 
cal affairs.  No  person,  however  circumscribed  his 
reading  or  personal  experience,  can  be  insensiblo 
to  the  present  danger  of  disruption  impending 
over  our  Union.  How  much  more,  then,  must 
one  be  alarmed  and  impressed  whose  travels  and 
correspondence  alike  reach  every  portion  of  the 
country  I 

Brethren  !  you,  as  Masons,  hold  the  balance  of 
power  in  this  country.  You  stand  between  wild 
and  reckless  fanaticism  on  tho  one  hand,  and 
cold,  heartless  demngogism  on  the  other.  You, 
a  body,  number  nearly  aquarter  million  of  men. 
And  you  are  men — men  in  body,  soul  and  intellect — 
men  chosen  out  of  the  masses  of  the  community,  in- 
structed in  its  old  and  undying  principles — men 
cemented  together  by  indissoluble  ties— men  who 
profess  to  he  animated  by  the  noblest  purposes 
that  ever  joined  mortal  beings  together.  In 
mere  polities  you  are  of  all  parties — in  religion, 
of  all  sects — in  vocations,  of  all  honorable  pur- 
suits. Yet,  in  selection,  you  are  one;  in  prepar- 
ation, only  one;  in  adoption,  enlightenment, 
covenant,  and  alhliation,  one,  and  one  only. — 
Therefore,  in  a  great  and  noble  purpose  you  are 
free  to  act  as  one  man.  And  what  purpose  so 
noble  is  there,  0  ye  brothers  of  the  craft,  as  the 
salvation  of  the  country? 

Brethren!  we  havo  visited  nearly  every  Grand 
Lodge  on  thi>i  continent,  and  many  of  them  again 
and  again.  Wo  are  in  almost  daily  correspon- 
dence with  the  brightest  lights  of  the  fraternity, 
and,  wc  believe,  possess  the  confidence  of  a  large 
portion  of  tho  craft  universal.  We  speak,  there- 
fore, that  wo  do  know  when  we  affirm  that  Ma- 
sons as  a  whole,  are  moral,  true,  and  upright 
men,  lovers  of  their  country,  and  quiet  nnd  obe- 
dient subjects  of  tho  law.  Yet  such  men  may  be 
led  astray.  False  reports  may  be  raised,  the 
purest  spirits  may  be  deceived  by  falsehoods  and 
exaggerations,  and  even  our  institutions,  vener- 
able forage,  grand  in  proportions,  pure  and  virtu- 
ous in  its  principles,  may  be  made  the  medium 
through  the  machinations  of  false  brethren  of  in- 
curable mischief. 

Brothren!  the  partisan  sheets  of  the  country, 
North  and  South,  those  wc  mean  whose  mission 
seems  to  be  that  of  stirring  up  moral  contention 
between  us,  nnd  to  break  up  this  government  by 
false  issues,  declare  nothing  but  lies  when  they 
say  the  North  is  arrayed  against  the  South,  and 
the  South  against  the  North.  It  is  false.  We 
have  lived  more  than  twenty  years  in  tho  South, 
aud  more  than  twenty  years  in  the  North.  For 
a  large  portion  of  the  twenty-five  years  wc  have 
been  engaged  in  traveling,  have  seen  every  por- 
tion, and  made  personal  acquaintance  with  every 
shade  of  thought  and  feeling,  and  wc  testify  to 
the  utter  iniquity  of  such  statements.  It  is  but 
the  cry  of  demagogues  and  traitors,  who  will  rise 
only  upon  the  ruin  of  tho  nation,  if  the  nation 
iocs  not  take  warning  in  time.

infamy  of  the  Detective  System — the  End 
Justifying  the  Means. 

A  case,  tried  in  the  Recorder's  Court,  Sat- 
urday, says  the  Chicago  Democrat  of  t  he  15th 
furnished  a  new  and  very  impressive  illustra- 
tion of  the  infamy  of  the  Detective  system, 
as  carried  on  by  some  of  tho  private  Detect- 
ive agencies  here.  This  was  the  case  of 
Michael  Kirby,  indicted  for  the  crime  of  ar 
son,  insetting  fire  to  the  lumber-yard  of  Holt 
<fe  Mason,  in  this  city  along  time  ago.  Kir- 
by had  just  served  out  a  term  of  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary,  for  setting  fire  to  a 
warehouse  in  Peoria.  The  witness  against 
him  was  a  man  named  Michael  Finnucane 
an  employee  of  one  of  the  Detective  agencies 
According  to  this  man's  own  testimony  he 
had  met  Kirby  for  the  first  time  at  Peoria. 
He  there  wormed  himself  into  his  confi- 
dence, and  entrapped  him  into  a  plan  to  set 
fire  to  the  said  warehouse  He  bought  the 
camphene  and  the  matches  for  Kirby  to  do 
the  "job''  with,  and  accompanied  him  under 
the  building  on  the  night  when  the  "job"  was 
to  be  done,  previously  stationing  officers 
where  they  would  apprehend  them  as  they 
emerged  after  firing  the  building.  The  plot 
worked  as  designed — the  officers  arrested 
Kirby  and  anian  named  Murray,  whom  Fin- 
nucane hud  also  inveigled  into  the  plot,  and 
allowed  Finnucane  to  escape.  While"work 
ing  up  the  job."  Finnucane  went  on  to  state, 
he  got  so  far  into  the  confidence  of  Kirby 
that  he  told  him  that  it  was  he  (Kirby)  who 
set  fire  to  the  lumber-yard  of  Holt  A'  Mason; 
and  no  sooner  bad  Kirby  got  out  of  the  pen 
itentiarv,  whither  be  had  been  sent  for  the 
Peoria  crime,  than  he  was  arrested  to  be  pun 
ished  for  the  crime  which  be  disclosed  to 
l-'innucane. 

When  he  had  reached  this  point  the  Court 
ordered  the  witness  tostop — and  declared  that 
the  trial  could  proceed  no  further.  A  wit- 
ness so  infamous  as  this  man  had  sworn 
himself  to  be,  could  not  be  heard  against 
any  man  ;  and  the  prisoner  was  at  once  dis- 
charged. 


Letter  from  MiSMMsippi. 

Greenville,  Miss.,  16th  Oct.,  I860. 
Editor  of  Commonwealth:  Pursuant  to  a  prom- 
ise made  your  "highness"  immediately  previous  to 
my  departure  from  old  Kentucky,  I  will  endeavor 
this  morning  to  give  you  a  slight  in/ding  of 
"things"  in  this  more  Southern  clime.  First  and 
foremost,  the  grand  forests  of  Sweet  Gum,  Cypress, 
Oak, and  Cottonwood  in  the  rear  of  this  lovely  and 
beautiful  village  are  gorgeous  and  inagnificont  be- 
yond my  wildest  conception.  The  country  sur- 
rounding it,  is  clothed  with  a  more  lovely  carpet 
than  the  looms  of  Antwerp  ever  wove,  for  sweet, 
wild  flowers  yet  bloom  in  luxuriance;  though  the 
frost  king  lingored  here  awhile,  he  left  them  un- 
touched by  his  icy-breath.  Here,  everything  is  so 
quiet — "Sundays  and  holy  days  scein  ever  to  abide" 
— and  there  is  such  a  delicious  dreaminess  in  the 
air  that  its  influence  cannot  be  resisted,  but  com- 
pels every  one  to  be  a  dreamer  indeed.  But  for- 
give me:  I  am  egotistically  penning  my  fancies: 
so  with  them  I  have  done. 

And  now  for  something  of  a  political  nature. 
I  send  good  cheer  for  Bell  and  Everett,  so  far  at 
at  least  as  the  river  counties  of  Mississippi  arc 
ooucerned,  as  practically  demonstrated  at  our  late 
local  elections.  Wherever  tho  party  linos  wore 
drawn  the  Union  men  were  universally  triumph- 
ant. Bell  and  Linooln  arc  the  only  two  names 
coupled  with  the  Presidency  here  in  tho  South. 
The  signs  of  tho  times  aro  evident  that  Breckin- 
ridge can  never  be  President.  The  indications  arc 
that  ho  will  bo  the  last  man  in  the  race,  and  con- 
sequently will  be  unable  to  get  oven  into  the 
House  contest,  should  the  election  fail  before  the 
people.  No  man  with  his  antecedents,  who  thrusts 
himself  at  the  head  of  an  avowed  disunion  faction, 
aiming  for  the  Presidency,  can  ever  obtain  a  ma- 
jority of  Southern  votes.  AVeer.  Breckinridge 
knows  this;  else  why  does  he  not  resign  his  offices 
of  Vice  President  and  Senator.  He  is  now  Vice 
President  and  Senator  elect,  and  if  he  is  so  vory 
certain  of  being  elected,  why  doe9  he  not  relinquish 
his  hold  upon  some  of  the  treasury  teats  he  is 
uow  sucking?  He  knows  he  will  never  be  Presi- 
dent, yet  for  the  paltry  and  hollow  honor  of  being 
a  candidate  for  the  office,  he  is  willing  to  sully 
tho  escutcheon  of  American  statesmanship  with 
the  taint  of  sectionalism.  No  politician  ever 
stood  before  our  country  with  tho  reputation  of  the 
young  and  gifted  Breckinridge.  But  ambition  has 
caused  angels  to  fall.  Inmates  of  Heaven  have 
been  sunk  to  hell  on  account  of  their  innate  love  of 
greatness.  Time  was  when  services  to  the  State 
were  deemed  necessary  to  secure  their  highest 
honors.  Now,  (oh!  shame  to  human  nature)  the 
man  who  docs  the  least  is  the  most  available. 
Breckinridge,  ns  you  are  aware,  has  been  in  pub- 
lic life  but  ten  years,  all  told.  Before  he  had  reach- 
ed his  meridian  ho  was  elevatod  to  the  second  of- 
fice within  the  gift  of  tho  nation.  But  even  his 
brief  career  has  demonstrated  him  to  be  a  time- 
server,  a  seeker  for  and  a  follower  after  populari- 
ty, regardless  of  the  best  interests  of  the  nation. 
He  was  never  known  to  frame  or  express  an  opin- 
ion on  any  subjeet  until  its  popularity  or  unpopu- 
larity had  been  fully  established.  A  trickster  by 
inclination,  a  time  server  by  practice,  and  a  lust 
for  greatness  which  has  overruled  many  noble 
qualities,  ho  was  the  man  for  the  unprincipled 
sectionalists  of  Charleston  and  Baltimore,  and 
the  traitorous  disunionists  of  Richmond.  Hut  he 
can't  be  elected.  He  is  politically  dead,  dead, 
dead;  let  the  coffin  pass. 

The  waters  of  the  "mighty  Mississippi,"  at 
this  point,  are  still  receding.  Sand  bars,  snags, 
and  other  dangers  to  which  our  river  fleet  is  ex- 
posed, are  daily  brought  to  light.  Unless  we 
have  a  small  edition  of  the  first  great  shower  soon, 
the  Mississippi  will  not  present  the  appearance  of 
a  respectable  mill-race. 

The  health  of  our  village  is  exceedingly  fine 
Jinny  of  our  planters  think  the  cotton  crop  will 
be  short  this  season.  We  have  learned,  (and  who 
has  not?)  that  the  blissful  joys  of  recieving  a 
messenger,  bearing  news  from  home  almost  com- 
pensates a  wanderer  for  an  absence  from  his 
heart's  heaven.  Tho  "Commonwealth,"  with  those 
clirion  and  bugle  notes,  uttered  so  sweetly,  while 
the  fingers  of  gonitis  and  patriotis  were  upon 
tie  instrument  that  breathed  them,  has  long  been 
oso  of  the  necessaries  of  life;  from  whatever  point 
wc  havo  passed  in  our  dusty  pilgrimage  thus  far 
through  this  valley,  to  another,  and  I  hope  a  bet- 
ter world,  we  havo  sought  it  out,  and  found  and 
regarded  it  as  a  fountain  of  memories  of  which  wc 
would  not  be  deprived;  and  it  has  always  proved 
to  be  a  companion,  a  friend,  and  an  instructor. 
To  writo  for  it  to-day  in  this  mood,  is  therefore 
impossible.    I  can  only  apostrophize!  Then 

"Fill  the  goblet  again  I" 
la  silent  reverenco  let  us  drink — water — to  the 
hallowed  past.  Peace  be  with  it  as  it  lies  gilded 
with  the  beams  of  true  glory,  and  honor  in  its 
time  defying  cenotaph!

Sketch. 

The  following  paragraphs,  from  the  pen 
of  B.  F.  Taylor,  of  the  Chicago  Journal,  on 
the  deatli  of  a  child,  are  full  of  consolation 
to  the  living,  and  as  beautifully  written  as 
true:

Is  it  a 
marvel  that  they  do  not  wait  for  the  burden 
and  the  noon,  but  follow  the  lark,  and  hear 
her  song  over  the  ruin  of  the  rainbow?  That 
those  words  so  beautiful,  they  should  make 
so  true,  "and  joy  cometh  in  the  morning." 

Going  in  the  morning!  A  glorious  morn 
ing — when  the  sky  is  all  in  beauty,  and  the 
world  is  all  bliss;  ere  the  dews  have  gone  to 
heaven,  or  the  stars  have  gone  to  (iod;  when 
the  bildl  are  singing,  and  the  cool  winds  arc 
blowing,  and  the  flowers  are  out  that  will  be 
shut  at  noon,  and  the  clouds  that  are  never 
rent  in  rain,  and  the  shadows  inlaid  with 
crimson  lie  away  to  the  West.

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Governor  Magoffin  and  Ha,  I,.  Yancey. 

The  vaporing  speeches  of  Mr.  Yancey  in 
Kentucky  will  fade  from  the  recollection  of 
our  people  like  miasmatic  vapors,  before  the 
rays  of  an  August  sun  ;  but  there  is  a  cir- 
cumstance connected  with  his  journey 
through  our  Slate  which  every  Kentuckian 
must  regret,  anil  the  recollection  of  which 
will  ever  be  attended  with  a  feeling  of  humili- 
ation and  sham,'.  We  allude  to  the  Unex- 
pected part  enacted  in  the  recent  farce  by 
( iovernor  Magoffin — that  of  traveling  about 
with  Yancey  and  eulogizing  and  introducing 
him  to  his  audiences. 

Who  is  William  L.  Yancey  ?  A  political 
adventurer,  who  is  indebted  to  the  atrocity 
of  his  .sentiments  for  the  space  which  he  now 
occupies  in  the  public  mind.  He  is  the  man 
who  boasted  that  he  had  destroyed  the  Demo- 
cratic party,  and  had  the  Union  at  his  feet 
He  is  the  man  who  said  that  the  dissolution 
of  the  Union  would  be  the  realization  of  the 
fondest  dream  of  his  life.  He  is  the  author 
of  like  treasonable  sentiments,  so  numerous 
that  wo  could  not  compress  them  into  one 
number  of  our  paper.  There  is  no  need  of 
it.  The  evidences  of  his  treason  have  been 
borne  upon  the  four  winds  to  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  United  States.  So  notorious  was 
the  man,  and  so  detestable  were  his  princi- 
ple!!, that  at  the  commencement  ot  the  pres' 
un  t  canvass,  the  Breckinridge  faction  repu- 
diaicd  both  with  indignation  and  scorn.

eulogized  the  Union  in  terms  melliflously 
bland  and  surprisingly  eloquent  He  smiled 
and  smirked  with  the  Northern  peopleawhile, 
and  linally  started  on  his  return  trip,  that 
anomalous  being — a  Breckinridge  Union 
man.  The  Breckinridge  party  in  Kentucky, 
being  in  a  desperate  straight  and  ready  to 
catch  at  straws,  conceived  the  bright  idea  of 
sending  for  Yancey  to  make  Breckinridge 
speeches  in  this  Commonwealth.  Yancey 
was  willing,  bike  a  "swift  Zany,"  he  ca- 
pered over  here,  to  talk  of  himself,  and  to 
raise  the  drooping  spirits  of  the  despairing 
seceders.

Who  is  Governor  Magoffin  '.'  Personally 
he  is  a  very  estimable  gentleman,  and  official- 
ly he  is  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky.

How 
could  he,  then,  w  ith  any  degree  of  propriety, 
throw  the  weight  of  his  personal  and  official 
influence  in  favor  of  Yancey  ?  Nay,  more. 
How  could  he.  consistently  with  the  dignity 
of  his  position,  and  the  views  of  his  constitu 
ents,  indorse  Mr.  Yancey  to  the  Union-loving 
people  of  Kentucky? 

It  it  is  (iovernor  Magoffin's  pleasure,  he 
can  support,  openly,  ardently,  and  zealously, 
the  cause  of  secession  and  disunion.  If  it 
accords  with  his  own  peculiar  views  of  mag 
isterial  dignity,  he  can  introduce  Mr.  Yan- 
cey to  Kentucky  audiences,  and  indorse  the 
man  and  his  doctrines  to  Kentucky  freemen ; 
but  it  is  the  indorsement  of  one  man  only 
and  not  of  the  people.  It  is  the  indorsement 
of  Governor  Magoffin,  to  which,  thank  Cod, 
lie  has  no  power  toaffix  thegreat  seal  ol  this 
Commonwealth. 

— The  court  house 
was  crowded  lust  night  to  listen  to  Col.  Frank 
Waters,  Douglas  Elector  for  Fayette  county 
Mr.  Waters  is  well  informed  in  the  political 
history  of  our  country,  and  expresses  himself 
in  an  eloquent,  bold,  and  impressive  manner.

The  Hon.  William  W  Boyce,  a  South 
Carolina  fanatic,  a  few  months  ago,  raised 
his  ebenezer  at  Ebenezcr  in  that  State,  and 
spoke  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"There  are  persons  at  the  South,  who,  just- 
ly incensed  by  the  hostile  course  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  Northern  people,  sustain  every 
aggravating  issue  that  arises  in  order  to  alien- 
ate the  two  sections,  and  by  forcing  power 
into  the  hands  of  the  sectioiial  party  North, 
to  force  the  South  into  revolution." 

Considering  the  source  whence  thiscomesi 
it  is,  says  the  New  Orleans  Bulletin,  a  most 
suggestive  and  surprising  declaration.  It 
tells  the  truth,  and  every  intelligent  man  in 
the  country  knows  it.  It  discloses  how  the 
sectionalists  of  one  part  of  the  country  play 
into  the  hands  of  those  of  another  part  of  it, 
that  the  sections  may  be  forced  into  mutual 
antagonism  in  order  that  thedismemberment 
of  the  Confederacy  may  be  brought  about. 
We  see  illustrations  of  this  truth  almost 
daily.  We  see  how  ''combinations  are  form- 
ed," in  the  language  of  Mr.  Rhett,  and  '  events 
shaped"  to  alienate  the  North  and  South,  to 
fan  the  tires  of  fanaticism,  and  weaken  the 
conservative  strength  of  the  country.  Now, 
it  is  these  very  purposes  that  the  Constitu- 
tional Union  party  has  been  formed  to  count- 
eract and  defeat,  and  thereby  save  the 
country,  including  all  its  great  interests,  ma- 
terial and  moral,  from  the  evils  of  sectional- 
ism in  the  first  place,  and  the  convulsion  to 
which  it  logically  tends,  and  if  not  checked 
must  finally  end  in  the  second.  And  the 
members  and  friends  of  this  party  intend  to 
effect  their  object  if  energy,  harmony,  faith- 
fulness and  perseverance  in  the  interests  of  a 
worthy  anil  magnificent  purpose  will  accom- 
plish it.

True  statesmanship  consists  in  the  pursuit  of 
the  practical;  for  government  is  a  practical 
affair.  As  we  can  gain  nothing  practical  by 
the  most  ardent  and  successful  pursuit  ot  this 
question,  I  think  it  is  wise  in  us  to  dispose  of 
it  for  the  present,  by  leaving  it  where  the 
Constitution  and  the  Dred  Scott  decision  now 
place  it." 

That  is  substantially  what  Mr.  Bell,  and 
Mr.  Everett,  and  Mr.  Cittenden,  say,  The 
whole  question  is  "purely  speculative,"  of  no 
practical  value  whatever.  "True  govern- 
ment consists  in  the  pursuit  of  the  practical." 
Yet  we  arc  beating  the  air  about  an  intangi- 
ble*will-o'-the-wisp  of  about  as  much  value 
as  a  discussion  would  be  about  constructing 
a  railroad  to  Africa. 

Is  it  not  time  for  sensible,  practical  men  to 
quit  such  nonsense  as  this  ?  It  is  the  pur- 
suit of  just  such  "purely  speculative"  absurd- 
ities as  this  that  has  produced  all  the  excite- 
ment that  we  now  witness  in  the  country, 
and  that  already  begins  to  affect  its  business 
interests!  Is  it  not  time,  we  ask,  for  a 
pause  ? 


Yancey's  Reception  at  Lexington. — On 
the  occasion  of  Yancey's  visit  to  Lexington, 
some  astute  lover  of  his  conceived  the  idea 
of  giving  him  a  reception  a  la  Douglas.  We 
were  fortunate  enough  to  view  the  procession 
as  it  passed  the  Broadway  Hotel,  coming 
from  the  depot.  In  the  centre  of  the  street 
there  were  four  white  horses,  a  mayor,  an 
open  carriage,  and  Mr.  Yancey.  The  horses 
were  two  abreast,  so  was  Y'ancey  and  the 
mayor.  On  the  sidewalk  were  three  niggers, 
one  with  a  fife,  the  other  two  with  drums.

The  balance  of  the  proces- 
sion was  made  up  of  assorted  sizes  and  col- 
ors, consisting  mainly  of  such  crowds  as  a 
fife  and  drum  will  collect  in  large  towns. 
The  whole  thing  was  so  supremely  ludicrous* 
that  we  have  no  doubt  Yancey  wished  him- 
self in  Dixie'or  anywhere  else  but  there.  It 
was  worse  than  a  failure:  it  was  an  over- 
wrought burlesque.
